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PROSPECTS  FOR  CHINESE  IMPORTS  0E  AMERICAN  TOBACCO 

Chinese  imports  of  American  bright,  flue-cured  tobacco  during  the 
present  (1930-31)  season  will  probably  be  as  large  as  1929-30,  accord- 
ing to  a  radiogram  from  Agricultural  Commissioner,  Paul  0.  Nyhus  of 
Shanghai.     The  purchases  of  the  principal  foreign  tobacco  company  may  be 
somewhat     less  than  last  year,  but  this  decrease  should  be  at  least  offset 
by  the  takings  of  the  independent  Chinese  dealers.    The  independent  dealers 
are  expected  to  do  a  good  business  this  year. 

The  depreciation  of  silver  favors  the  purchase  of  as  much  Chinese 
leaf  as  possible,  but  present  prospects  do  not  indicate  a  Chinese  crop 
enough  larger  than  that  of  last  year  to  affect  seriously  the  importation  of 
American  leaf.     The  flue-cured  crop  in  Shantung  has  done  well,  and  it  is 
believed  that  from  30,000,000  to  40,000,000  pounds  will  be  produced.    A  good 
tobacco  crop  is  reported. in  Honan,  but  the  crop  in  Ahhwei  is  reported  to  be 
poor.     Stocks  of  high  grade  American  leaf  are  reported  to  be  ample  in  China 
at  present,  but  stocks  of  low  priced  leaf  are  very  low. 

Exports  of  American  bright,  flue-cured  tobacco  to  China  during  the 

fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1930,  totaled  123,144,000  pounds  against  131,254,00C 

in  1928-29  and  an  annual  average  of  67,000,000  pounds  during  the  five  years 
1923-24  to  1927-28.  ' 

SHANGHAI  MARKET  E0R  AMERICAN  FRUIT 

There  is  little  interest  in  American  oranges..or  apples  in  the  Shanghai 
market  this  fall,  according  to  a  radiogram  from  Agricultural  Commissioner 
Nyhus  at  Shanghai.     The  high  gold  prices  for  American  fruit,  combined  with  the 
low  silver  exchange,  make  retail  prices  almost  prohibitive.    Native  oranges 
will  soon  be  on  the  marke t ,  which  will  still  further  reduce  the  demand  for 
American  oranges. 

The  Chef oo  apple  crop  is  reported  smaller  than  that  of  last  year  and 
local  prices  are  much  higher.     This  fruit  is  now  arriving  at  Shanghai  in 
quantity.     There  are  reports  of  a  good  crop  of  Korean  apples  and  it  is  prob- 
able that  imports  from  this  source  will  exceed  those  of  last  year.  Because 
of  the  exchange  situation,  only  a  few    dealers  having  choice  of  trade  have 
placed  orders  for  American  apples,  although  normally,  even  in  small  import 
years,  business  is  active  by  this  time. 
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BREAD  GRAINS 

European  autumn  wheat  sowings 

The  sowing  of  winter  wheat  is  making  good  progress  in  most  European 
countries,  aside  from  parts  of  the  Balkans,  where  deficient  moisture  lias 
delayed  plowing,  according  to  a  cable  from  Assistant  Agricultural  Commis- 
sioner Dawson  at  Berlin.     Considerable  rain  fell  in  central,  northwestern 
and  northeastern  Europe  during  the  week  ended  October  2,  hut  elsewhere 
precipitation  was  light.     The  winter  grain  acreage  sown  in  U.  S.  S.  R.  up 
to  September  25  is  estimated  at  62,000,000  acres,  which  is  58.2  per  cent 
of  the  "plan"  for  the  season.

1       Wheat  production  in  1930 

The  1930  wheat  production  in  30  Northern  Hemisphere  countries  is 
now  reported  at  2,301,925,000  bushels,  an  increase  of  5.9  per  cent  over 
the  production  of  2,644,643,000  bushels, in  the  same  countries  in  1929. 
The  September  1  official  estimate  of  the  production  in  England  and  Wales 
is  41,701,000  bushels,  a  reduction  of  nearly  2,000,000  bushels  from  the 
August  forecast  and  between  5,000,000  and  6,000,000  bushels  less  than 
either  the  1928  or  1929  crop.     The  crop  was  harvested  in  good  condition 
but  the  quality  of  the  grain  is  only  moderate.    Mr,  Dawson  at  Berlin  has 
reduced  his  estimate  of  the  wheat  crop  in  Yugoslavia  to  73,000,000  bush- 
els as  compared  with  his  earlier  estimate  of  77,000,000  bushels  and  the 
official  estimate  of  89,000,000  bushels.     The  production  in  1929  was 
officially  estimated  at  95,000,000  bushels.     See  summary  table,  page  499. 

Foreign  growing;  conditions 

Europe 

A  report  of  the  weather  bureau  of  the  R.  S.  E.  S.  R.  and  Ukraine 
covering  the  period  September  10  -  20,  forwarded  by  Mr.  Dawson,  stated 
that  weather  conditions  during  that  period  wore  somewhat  unfavorable  for 
completing  the  harvest  in  the  northern  part  of  European  Russia. 

Argentina 

Precipitation  during  the  week  ended  September  29  was  again  slightly 
deficient  in  the  southern  wheat  districts  of  Argentina  but  an  excess  of 
0.3  inch  was  recorded  in  the  north,  according  to  reports  received  by  the 
United  States  leather  Bureau.    Temperatures  in  the  northern  districts  were 
near  normal,  while  those  in  the  south  were  considerably  above  normal.

Receipts  at 
Port  William  and  Port  Arthur  during  the  week  ended  September  25  were 
10,751,000  bushels  and  shipments,  we  re  .9,911,000  bushels.    Receipts  at  Van- 
couver were  1,601,000  bushels  and  shipments  were  1,651,000  bushels. 

European  market  conditions 

The  offers  and  shipments  of  Russian  grain  continue  to  be  the  dom- 
inating factors  in  the  .European  grain -market-  situation,  Mr.  Dawson  reports. 
G-rain  procurements  up  to  September  25  amounted  to  59  per  cent  of  the  "plan" 
for  the  month.    Markets  were  quiet  during  the  week  ended  October  2  with  a 
fair  turnover  despite -a  weakening  of  prices.    Prices  on  the  Ercnch  markets 
were  sustained  during  the  week  mainly  because  of  the  low  milling  allowance 
of  foreign  wheat.  .  The  German  Government  has  taken  further  measures  to  sastain 
the  prices  of  domestic  grain.     The  import  duty  on  wheat  was  raised  from  $.97 
per  bushel  to  $1,20, per  bushel,  effective  September  28.    Milling  regulations 
have  also  been  amended  to  make  it  compulsory  to  use  80  per  cent  domestic  wheat. 
The  spot  price  of  domestic  wheat  at  Berlin  declined  from  $1.51  per  bushel  on. 
September  24  to  $1.45  on  October  1.    Rye  declined  from  $.97  to  $.90  on  October 
1. 

United  States. wheat  prices 

Wheat  prices  declined  again  during  the  week  ended  October  2.  December 
futures  at  Chicago  registered  a  downward  trend  for  the  fir  at  half  of  the. 
week  but  recovered  some  toward' the  last.    The  low  point  was  reached  on  Septembe: 
29  with  a  close  of  7  7-1/4  cents  and  the  high  came  on  October  2  when  December 
futures  closed  at  81-3/8  cents.     Kansas  City  and  Minneapolis  futures  registered 
simila.r  declines.     Liverpool  and  Buenos  Aires  futures  prices  were  down  also, 
the  latter  dropping  four  cents  per  bushel  during  the  week. 
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Winnipeg  was  the  only  market  of  the  group  reporting  an  advance  in 
prices.    December  futures  at  that  market  closed  at  78  on  October  2  as  corn- 
pared  with  77  cents  on  September  25.    Liverpool  December  futures  dropped 
from  91  to  88  cents  per  bushel  during  the  same  period  and  Buenos  Aires 
February  futures  dropped  from  7  8  to  74  cents  per  bushel.    On  the  principal 
exchanges  in  the  United  States,  December  futures  declined  as  follows: 
Chicago  from  83  to  81  cents,  Kansas  City  from  77  to  76  cents,  and  Minne- 
apolis from  82  to  79  cents  per  bushel.  '  ,  .  .  . 

Cash  prices  at  the  principal  United  States  markets  declined  during 
the  week  ended  September  26.    All  classes  and  grades  averaged  78  cents, 
which  was  a  drop  of  one  cent  from  the  average  of  the  previous  week.    No.  2 
hard  winter  at  Kansas  City  registered  a  like  decline  from  78  to  77  cents 
per  bushel.    No.  1  dark  northern  spring  at  Minneapolis  held  steady  at  87 
cents.    No.  2  amber  durum  at  Minneapolis  and  No.  2  red  winter  each  dropped 
two  cents  per  bushel  from  73  to  76  cents,  and  from  89  to  87  cents  respec- 
tively.   Western  white  at  Seattle  averaged  one  cent  lower,  dropping  from  79 
to  78  cents  per  bushel.     The  level  of  cash  prices  at  these  markets  were 
under  those  of  the  corresponding  date  last  year  as  follows:    All  classes 
and  grades  47  cents,  No.  2  hard  winter  at  Kansas  City  46  cents,  No.  1  dark 
northern  spring  at  Minneapolis  46  cents,  No.  2  amber  durum  at  Minneapolis 
45  cents,  No.  3  red  winter  at  St.  Louis  48  cents,  and  western  white  at 
Seattle  42  cents  per  bushel. 

Rye  production  in  1950 

No  new  estimates  or  revisions  of  rye  production  were  received  during 
the  past  week.    The  1930  rye  production  in  20  European  countries  remains  at 
871,589,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  2.5  per  cent  from  the  production  in  the 
same  countries  in  1929.    A  summary  table  of  rye  production  is  given  on  page 
499.' 

FEED  GRAINS 

The  1930  production  of  the  feed  grains,  corn,  barley  and  oats,  in 
the  countries  so  far  reported  totals  146,646,000  short  tons,  a  decrease  of 
13.4  per  cent  from  the  production  in  those  countries  last  year,  and  also 
considerably  below  that  of  1927  and  1928. 

The  combined  feed  grain  production  of  the  United  States  and  Canada 
is  10.6  per  cent  below  that  of  1929,  and  also  the  smallest  for  several 
years,  although  Canada  alone  shows  an  increase  of  more  than  47  per  cent 
over  the  low  production  of  last  year.    Wnile  the  production  of  feed  grains 
in  the  European  countries  reported  in  1930  shows  a  decrease  of  more  than 
19  per  cent  from  the  heavy  production  of  1929,  it  is  a  little  larger  than 
that  of  1927  or  1928.     See  summary  table  on  following  page.

Corn 

The  1930  production  of  corn  in  13  countries  so  far  reported,  which 
in  1929  raised  more  than  75  per  cent  of  the  world  total  exclusive  of  Russia, 
amounts  to  2,476,509,000  "bushels,  a  decrease  of  nearly  24  per  cent  from 
the  production  in  thosecountries  last  year.     The  production  in  7  European 
countries  is  more  than  25  per  cent  below  that  of  1929.     In  the  south  and 
southeastern  part  of  the  Balkan  countries  the  harvesting  of  corn  has  started 
under  favorable  weather  conditions.  \;;'In  the  U.  S.  S.  R.  the  crop  is  expected 
to  fall  below  the  large  crop  of  last  year,  due  to  drought.    For  corn  pro- 
duction table,  see  page  501.  ;  ; 
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Exports  of  corn  from,  the  United  States,  the  Danubian  countries, 
Argentina,  and  the  Union  of  South  Africa  from  November  1,  1929  to  the 
latest  dates  available  total  224,878,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  7.2  per 
cent  from  the  shipments  during  the  same  periods  of  the  preceding  year. 
Corn  exports  from  the  United  States  during  the  week  ended  September  27 
were  one  of  the  smallest  weekly  shipments  for  soveral  years.  Argentine 
shipments  declined  about  2,000,000  bushels  from  those  of  the  preceding 
week.     See  corn  trade  table,  page  502. 

Corn  prices  in  the  United  States  declined  several  cents  during  the 
week  ended  September  26,  while  Buenos  Aires  quotations  for  October  and 
November  delivery  also  declined  slightly.     Seo  table  showing  corn  prices, 
page  503.     Corn  of  the  old  crop  in  Yugoslavia  is  reported  to  be  steady 
with  prices  above  the  general  level  of  corn  prices,  but  the  demand  is 
small. 

Barley 

In  the  Prairie  Provinces  of  Canada,  73  per  cent  of  the  barley  had 
been  threshed  by  Septamber  20.    In  Manitoba '88  per  cent  of  the  barley  had 
been'  threshed,  with  many  points  reporting  100  per  cent,  in  Saskatchewan 
about  75  per  cent,  and  in  Alberta  about  57  per  cent,  with  75  to  90  per 
cent  completed  in  the  southeastern  portion.    The  barley  crop  in  the  U.  S. 
S.  R.  is  expected  to  fall  below  the  large  crop  of  last  year  on  account  of 
the  roduction  in  acreage. 

The  1930  production  of  barley  in  the  27  countries  so  far  reported, 
which  last  year  raised  more  than  75  per  cent  of  the  world  total  exclusive 
of  Russia  and  China,  totals  1,250,040,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  more  than 
4  per  cent  from  the  production  of  those  countries  last  year.    The  previous 
estimate  for  England  and  Wales  has  been  reduced  nearly  2,000,000  bushels, 
and  now  stands  nearly  24  per  cent  below  that  of  last  year.    The  European 
countries  as  a  whole  show  a  reduction  of  11.5  per  cent  from  the  production 
of  1929.     See  barley  production  table,  page  501. 

Exports  of  barley  from  the  United ' States,  Canada,  Argentina,  and  the 
Danubian  countries  from  July  1  to  the  latest  dates  available  total 
21,340,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  more  than  27  per  cent  from  the  shipments 
during  the  same  periods  last  year.    United  States  barley  exports  during  the 
week  ended  September  27  fell  below  the  average  for  the  preceding  month, 
while  prices  declined  somewhat.     See  barley  trade  and  price  tables,  pages 
502  and  503. 

Stocks  in  store  in  the  Western  Grain  Inspection  Division  of  Canada 
on  September  26  amounted  to  21,016,000  bushels  compared  with  14,697,000 
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"bushels  on  the  same  date  last  year.    Receipts  of  "barley  at  Port  Willi  am, 
Port  Arthur,  and  Vancouver  from  August  1  to  September  26  amounted  to  . 
7,948,000  "bushels,  while  shipments  during  the  same  period  totaled"  5, 137 , 000 
bushels. 

..  Oat  s. 

In  the  Prairie  Provinces  of  Canada  71  per  cent  of  the  oats  had  been 
threshed  by  September  20.    In  Manitoba  alone  85  per  cent  of  the  oats  had 
been  threshed  by  that  date,  in  Saskatchewan  72  per  cent,  and  in  Alberta  55 
per  cent.     In  the  U.  S.  S.  R.  the  oats  crop  was  expected  to  fall  below  that 
of  last  year,  on  account  of  a  reduction  in  acreage. 

The  1930  production  of  oats  as  reported  by  23  countries,  which  in 
1929  raised  nearly  78  per  cent  of  the  world  total  exclusive  of  Russia  and 
China,  amounts  to  2,956,418,000  bushels,  nearly  one  per  cent  above  the  pro- 
duction of  those  countries  last  year.    The  European  crop  so  far  as  reported 
is  more  than  20  per  cent  below  that  of  last  year.     See  oats  production 
table,  page  501. 

Exports  of  oats  from  the  United  States,  Canada,  Argentina,  and  the 
Danubian  countries  from  July  1  to  the  latest  dates  available  total  8,018,000 
bushels,  an  increase  of  1.5  per  cent  over  the  shipments  during  the  same 
periods  last  year.    There  were  no  exports  of  oats  during  the  week  ended  Sep- 
tember 27,  while  prices  declined  a  little.     See  oats  trado  and  price  tables, 
pages  502  and  503. 

Stocks  of  oats  in  store  in  the  Western  Grain  Inspection  Division  of 
Canada  on  September  26  amounted  to  6,376,000  bushels  against  11,028,000 
bushels  on  the  same  date  last  year.    Receipts  of  oats  at  Port  William,  Port 
Arthur,  and  Vancouver  from  August  1  to  September  26  totaled  2,192,000 
bushels,  while  shipments  during  the  same  period  amounted  to  1,877,000 
bushels. 


SUGAR 

World  -production  for  1929-30 

The  1929-30  world  sugar  crop  is  now  estimated  at  30,045,000  short 
tons  as  compared  with  the  record  crop  of  30,435,000  short  tons  produced 
during  the  1928-29  sugar  season,  according  to  the  latest  estimates  received. 
The  world  beet  sugar  crop,  estimated  at  10,237,000  short  tons,  is  only  .5 
per  cent  below  the  previous  season,  while  the  cane  sugar  crop  shows  a  de- 
crease of  1.7  per  cent  from  1928-29.    No  noticeable  changes  from  the  early 
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estimates  occur.     Countries  for  which  new  estimates  have  been  received  are 
Denmark.  France,  Antigua,  Jamaica,  Dominican  Republic,  Mauritius  and  slight 
revisions  for  Spain  and  the  Asiatic  cane  sugar  producing  countries.  See 
tabl/>.,  page  506. 

Weather  conditions  in  cane  sugar  producing  countries  have  bee n  fav- 
orable for  the  1930-31  crop,  according  to  trade  reports.     Cuban  rainfall 
has  been  well  above  that  of  last  year. and  the  appearance  of  the  cane  fields 
indicates  a  larger  supply  of  cane  than  in  the 'past  season. 

The  hurricane  in  the  Dominican  Republic  apparently  caused  little 
damage  to  the  growing  cane  crop.     On  the  contrary.',  it  is  reported  that  the 
accompanying  rains  improved  the  crop  prospects,  not  only  in  the  Dominican 
Republic  but  also  in  Porto  Rico  and  Cuba-     Conditions  in  Hawaii  are  also 
reported  as  favorable.     Iiv  Java, where  the  sugar  season  is  now  well  under 
way,  a  crop  slightly  below  last  season  is  expected. 

Reports  from  Europe  indicate  favorable  prospects  for  the  sugar  crop. 
While  sugar  beet  tests  show  a  per  cent  of  sucrose  below  last  year,  the 
weight  of  the  beets  is  considerably  higher  and  with  favorable  weather  con- 
ditions a  sugar  output  above  that  of  last  season  may  be  expected. 


HOPS 

European  "Production  and  market  conditions 

The  British  hop  market  was  very  quiet,  according  to  a  cable  of  Sept 
tember  30  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  Foley  at  London.    Because  of  the 
reported  scarcity  of  choice  hops,  brewers  have  not  yet  entered  the  market. 
The  harvest  is  now  finished  in  all  sections  except  the  Midlands.     Since  a 
considerable  part  of  the  crop  was  not  picked  a  reduction  will  have  to  be 
made  in  previous  estimates  for  the  British  crop.     The  condition  and  qual- 
ity of  many  samples  offered  have  been  disappointing  except  for  those  from 
Kent.     In  general,  growers  are  still  holding  out  for  better  prices. 

The  hop  harvest  on  the  Continent  has  now  been  completed,  according 
to  a  cable  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  Steere  at  Berlin.     Only  the  best 
quality  hops,  however,  have  been  picked  in  some  regions.     The  markets  in 
general  are  becoming  more  active.    Nuremberg  Hallerton  Medium  Quality  has 
been  in  good  demand  at  from  $12-95  to  $15.19  per  100  pounds  during  the 
past  week.     Prime  Quality  hops  remained  unchanged.     Total  sales  in  Nurem- 
berg from  September  1  to  September  27  amounted  to  3,110  bales  as  against 
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2,950  bales  during  the  corresponding  weeks  of  1929.     Saaz  quotations  re- 
mained unchanged  although  activity  of  "buyers  is  increasing  in  "both  the 
home  and  the  foreign  market.      Reports  from  ..  Sol  gram  indicate  that  the 
market  there  is  firm  with  Pcpor  Interior  hops  ranging  around  $6.43  and 
Alost  around  $8.20  per  100  pounds.    The  German  Hop  Supporting  Company 
mentioned  last  week  has  now  been  organized  with  headquarters  at  Nuremberg.

LIVESTOCK  IiT  ARGE1TTIITA:     The  new  Argentine  livestock  census 

taken -on  July  1,  1930  shows  increases  in  cattle,  hogs  and  horses,'  with  the 
number  of  sheep  remaining  practically  stationary  compared  with  the  census 
for  June  1914 ,   uhe  latest  one  giving  comparable  figures,  according  to  the 
"Review  of  the  River  Plate"  for  September  5,  1930.      Comparisons  have  been 
made  with  the  June  1914  census  as  that  census  was  also  taken  in  the  winter , 
whereas,  the  1922  census  was  taken  in  sunmcr.     It  must  be  remembered  that 
in  Argentina,  the  seasons  are  the  reverse  of  those  in  the  United  States. 

Cattle  in  Argentina  now  number  31,974,000,  or  24  per  cent  more  than 
in  June  1914,  according  to  the  new  census.     The  five  principal  cattle 
raising  provinces,  i.o. ,  Euenos  Aires,  Santa  Pe ,  Gorddba,  Corrientes  and 
Entre  Pios  all  she1-  increases  compared  with  13  years  ago.     It  is  probable, 
however,  that  cattle  numbers  in  Argentina  were  higher  in  1922  or  1923  than 
they  rare  now  and  that  sn:-.C3  that  time  there  lias  been  a  tendency  to  de-  . 
crease.     In  June  1923,   the  number, in  the  Province  of  Euenos  Aires,  which 
supports  about  36  per  cert  of  the  Argentine  cattle,  reached  18,500,000  and 
had  decreased  to  11  -,065, 000  in  June  1929.  .  The  new  census  figure  for  July 
1930  places  the  number  in  that  province  at  11,511,000 

The  new  census  places  sheep,  numbers  at  43,084,000,  or  only  0.3  per 
cent  below  1914,  and  bo  re  out  former  reports  to  the  effect  that  there  has 
been  some  shift  frcci  tuu  agricultural  and  cattle  growing  provinces  of  the 
central  region  to  the  southern  regions  of  Patagonia.    ITuubers  in  the  pro- 
vince of  Buenos  Aires,  which  supported  43  per  cent  of  the  sheep  in  Argen- 
tina in  1914,  have  now  fallen  to  14,118,000  and  constitute  only  33  per 
cent  of  the  total.     Other  provinces  of  the  central  regions  also  show  de- 
creases, i.e.,  the  numbers  in  Santa  Pe  declining  3  per  cent  <bo  574,000, 
those  in  Cordoba  21  per  cent  to  1,117,000,  and  those  in  Entre  Rios  22  per 
cent  to  3,348,000.     On  the  contrary,  the  number  in  Santa  Cruz  in  the 
southern  region,  increased  from  3,941,000  in  June  1914  to  6,922,000  in 
July  1930,  or  76  per  cent,  while  the  number  in  Chubut  has  doubled  during 
the  16  years,  increasing  from  2,047,000  to  3,973,000.     Data  for  other 
provinces  are  not  yet  available. 
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Hog;  numbers  show  an  increase,  to  3, 764, 000'  and  are  now  30  per  cent 
above  the  1914  census  figures. and  also  considerably,  above  the  December  .  • 
1922  estimate.     The  increase  has  evidently  been  in  provinces  other  thcan 
Buenos  Aires,  as  provincial  figures  .for.  that- province  placed  numbers  at 
1,111,000  in  1929  against  1,394', 000  in  June  1914,.  and- only  878,000  in 
1922.     The  number  of  horses  is  returned  at  9,839,000,  an  increase  of  18 
per  cent  over  1914.     The  increase  was  principally  in  the  agricultural 
region.

THE  BRITISH  APPLE  MARKET:  Prices  paid  for  American  apples  on  the 
Liverpool  auction,  Wednesday,  October  1,  were  slightly  lower  except  for 
Virginia  Jonathans,  than  those  received  for  these  varieties  last  week, 
according  to  a  cable  from  Mr.  Fred  A.  Motz-,  Fruit  Specialist  in  33urope 
for  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 
Supplies  of  barreled  apples  were  moderate  and  boxed  light.    Both  boxed 
and  barreled  apples  were  in  generally  good  condition  except  J*or  numerous 
slacks  in  the  barreled  offerings.    American  apples  met  with  an  active 
demand  at  the  prevailing  prices.     York  Imperials  from  Virginia  were  of- 
fered in  quantity  for  the  first  time  this  season.     Supplies  of  American 
pears  were  moderate  and  met  with  an  active  demand.      Tho  fruit : 
generally  good  condition  except  for  a  largo  number  of  slacks  among  the 
offering  of  ITew  York  Keiffer  pears.    The  light  supplies  of  American 
plums  met  with  an  active  demand. 

At  London  American  a}?ples  were  in -light  supply.     The  demand  was 
active,  and  the  condition  of  the  fruit  was  good.    American  pear  supplies 
were  moderate,  in  active  demand,  and  in  generally  good' condition.  Eng- 
lish dessert  varieties  of  apples  are  rapidly  cleaning  up,  according  to 
Mr.  Motz.     Growers  are  holding  back  their  holdings  of  Bramley's  Seedlings, 
an  important  coolcing  variety,  as  they  are  anticipating  better  prices 
later.      American  apples  are  meeting  with  an  active  inquiry  and  a  continued 
good  demand  is  expected  by  the  trade  with  fair  prices  ruling  for  good 
stocks.     Shipments  of  Nova  Scotian  apples  are  liberal  with  prices  ranging 
from  $2.92  to  $4.87  per  barrel,  according  to  variety  and  grade .     The  bulk 
of  these  are  selling  around  $3-65  per  barrel.     German  reports  for  apples 
and  pears  continue  unfavorable,  but  plum  prospects  are  good,  especially 
for  Zwetchens.     See  Foreign  Service  release,  F.S./A-317,  October  3,  1930. 
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THE  BRITISH  CITRUS  MARKET: - , Grapefruit  supplies  were  literal  on 
the  Liverpool  auction  Wednesday,  October  ly  according  to"  a  cable  from  Mr. 
Fred  A.  Mots,  Fruit  Specialist  in  Europe  .for  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service 
of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.    Demand  was 'moderate'' and  the  fruit  in 
generally  good  condition.

mtHXS  GETS  MORE  SOUTH  AFRICA!!  GRAPEFRUIT;    The  outstanding  develop- 
ment thus  far  in  the  1930  grapefruit'  import  trade  of  the  United  Kingdom  has 
been  the  large  takings  from  South  Africa,  according'  to  a  recent  report  of  the 
Empire  Marketing  Board.     Imports  of  grapefruit  from  South  Africa  in  the 
period  January  to  August  1929  .  amounted  to  29 , 9 20-  boxes  as  compared  with 
51,840  boxes  for  the  same  period  this  season.     The  total  imports  of  grape- 
fruit from  South  Africa  in. 1929  were: 42,000  boxes  of  5  per  cent  of  the  total 
imports.     This  year  they  will  be  atleast  double  this  figure  and  should 
account  for  at  least  10  per  cent  of  the  imports.     South  African  grapefruit 
arrives  in  the  United  Kingdom  from  May  to  October,  the  months  of  heaviest 
imports  being  July,  August  and  September. 

FIRM  MEDITERRANEAN  ALMOND  MARKET:     The  foreign  demand  for 
Mediterranean  almonds  at  the  present  time  continues  to  be  poor,  although 
prices  on  some  varieties  are  slightly  higher  than  a  month  ago,  according  to 
a  cable  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  Nielsen  at  Marseille.     Current  quality 
Prima  Bari  almonds  are  now  being  quoted  c.i.f.  New  York  at  $20.61  per  100 
pounds  as  against  $21.26  early  in  September.  Palma  Girgenti  are  quoted  at 
$19.53  per  100  pounds  as  compared  with  $20.186    Etnas  and  Avolas  remain  f iim 
at  $23.43  and  $21.48  per  100  pounds  respectively.    Valencias  are  quoted  at 
$23.43  as  against  $22.56;  Marc onas  at  $26.01  as  against  $25.46;  Mallorca  at  . 
$20.50  as  against  $20.39;  and  Mo liar es  at  $10.56  as  against'  $9.92  per  ICQ 
pounds.     The  above  quotations  are  all  f  ar  shelled  almands  ■  eocrvept  the  MollarAs 
which  are  quoted  in  the  shell. 
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The  total  exports 'of  apples  from  Australia  and'  New  Zealand  to  Europe 
amounted  to  5,423,000  boxes  for  the  1930'  season,  or  more  than  480,000  mere 
than  the  record  year  of  1928,  according  ;to  a  recent  report  fif  the  Empire 
Marketing' Board.    Exports  of '  pbars  .to  Europe :' totaled  331,000  "boxes,  which 
is  double  those  shipped  last  season,  and  80,000  boxes  more  than  in  1923. 

The  exports  of  apples  to  the  United' Kingdom  from  Australia  and  New 
Zealand  amounted  to  around  4,133,000  '"boxes',  as  compared  with  4,013,000  in 
1923,  an  increase  of  115,000  boxes,  whereas  "the  exports  to  the  Continent 
amounted  to  1,290,000  boxes  against  924,000' in  1923,  which  is  an  increase 
of  366,000  boxes.     In  1928  the  United  Kingdom  took  75  per  cent  of  all  Euro- 
pean shipments  of  Australian  apples  as  compared  with  65  per  cent  in  1929 
and  81  per  cent  in  1928.    Exports  of  pears  from  this  region  have  increased 
steadily  to  the  United  Kingdom  and  to  the  Continent.     The  exports  to  the 
Continent  are  small  but  increasing.     In  1930  the  United  Kingdom  '  tooJc  90 
per  cent,  93  per  cent  in  1929,  and  95  por  cent  in  1928  of  the  pear  exports 
of  Australia  and  New  Zealand.

In  1928,  67  per  cent  of" the  Aus- 
tralian and  63  per  cent  of  the  New  Zealand  apples  entered  the  United  King- 
dom through  London.    This  compares  with  60  and  65  per  cent  respectively 
in  1929  and  58  and  55  per  cent  in  1930.

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LARGER  1930  FHTJIT  SHIBIMTS,  FROM  AUSTRALIA  AND  NEW  ZEALAND,  CONT'D 

The  heavy  supplies  of  Australian  and  New  Zealand  apples  this  sea- 
son, coupled  with  the  industrial  depression,  resulted  in  lower  prices  for 
apples  from  this  region  than  v/ere  ruling  for  the  short  crop  of  last  sea- 
son.   However,  during  the  earlier  part  of  this  season,  up  to  ah out  the 
middle  of  June,  prices  were  somewhat  higher  than  two  years  earlier,  when 
the  supply  position  was  ah  out  the.  same  as  this  year.    During  the  latter  • 
part  of  June  a  heavy  decline  occurred,  which  resulted  in  prices  for  most 
varieties  of  around  $2.43  a  "box  or  less  for  fruit  in  good  condition. 
Many  boxes  of  the  later  arrivals  realized  as  little  as  50  cents  to  75 
cents  a  box.-

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AGRICULTURAL  EXPORTS  INCREASE  III  AUGUST 

Based  on  44  of  the  principal  farm  products,  the  index  of  United 
States  agricultural  exports  for  the  month  of  August  1930  amounted  to  87, 
the  highest  monthly  index  since  January  of  this  year  and  above  those  for 
the  same  months  of  1928  and  1929.      Heavier  exports  of  cotton,  wheat  and 
wheat  flour  were  the  dominant  factors  contributing  to  the  increo.se  .;•  $Tow«Vor ,  cot 
ten:  sold  at  lower  prices.    Except  for  1926,  the  index  for  cotton  was  higher 
than  during  any  August  since  1921.    Exports  to  Germany  and  the  United  Kingdom 
combined  were  twice  as  large  as  during  August  1929  and  purchases  by  France  were 
also  in  larger  volume  so  that  European  countries  as  a  whole  took  58  per  cent 
more  cotton  than  curing  August  1929.     Shipments  to  Japan  also  showed  a  marked 
increase.    Exports  of  United  States  wheat  and  wheat  flour  amounted  to 
24,000,000  bushels,  a  gain  of  7,000,000  bushels  over  August  1929.  Increases 
in  exports  to  the  Netherlands,  France  and  the  United  Kingdom  were  particularly 
noticeable.    All  other  grains  continued  on  the  downward  trend,  being  much 
below  the  some  month  a  year  ago. 

Larger  European  supplies  of  pork  and  lard  have  resulted  in  smaller 
purchases  from  the  United  States,  the  index  for  cured  pork  being  only  63  and 
with  one  exception  lower  than  any  corresponding  month  during  the  last  16 
years.    Lard  exports  also  fell  off,  reaching  the  lowest  point  since  September 
1928.     Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  index  for  fruits  as  a  group  regis- 
tered a  decline  as  comparod  with  the  same  month  of  the  four  preceding  years, 
a  much  larger  volume  of  boxed  and  dried  apples,  freah  pears  and  dried  apricots 
was  absorbed  by  foreign  markets  than  during  August  1929.     Shipments  of  tobacco 
were  heavy  for  this  season  of  the  year,  though  less  than  those  for  the  pre- 
ceding August.
